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EDITORIAL 

As  we  have  chosen  to  dedicate  this  yearbook  tc  a  teacher  who  has  given  much 
of  her  time  and  effort  to  its  success,  it  is  befitting  that  we  consider  some 
of  the  many  principles  which  she  and  the  other  members  of  the  teaching  pro- 
fession have  endeavored  to  instill  in  our  hearts  and  minds  during  the  years 
that  we  have  spent  under  their  direction  and  care. 

In  our  twelve  years  of  schooling,  we  have  learned  through  experience  and 
training  that  no  matter  how  much  education  a  man  has,  he  cannot  be  considered 
truly  great  if  he  lacks  courage,  enthusiasm,  resolution,  tolerance,  and  sin- 
cerity. These  are  all  very  simple  words  and  yet  all  necessary  qualities  for 
successful  living. 

Have  you  the  spirit  to  overcome  obstacles  that  beset 
you?  Have  you  the  courage  to  make  your  own  decisions?  Do  you  have  the  fear- 
lessness necessary  to  do  what  you  know  is  right?  Will  you  in  the  future  have 
the  moral  courage  to  be  strictly  honest  with  your  competitors  and  clients  alike? 
If  you  can  answer  in  the  affirmative  to  the  above  questions,  you  have  courage. 
Courage  is  bravery  in  both  the  physical  and  moral  sense.  Parents  and  teachers 
have  taught  you  and  me  that  without  it,  one  loses  everything;  with  it,  one 
conquers   the  world. 

Enthusiasm  is  essential  for  success  in  any  undertaking.  Under  its  influence 
much  has  been  accomplished  in  our  everyday  school  activities.  It  is  quite 
natural  to  be  enthusiastic  about  novel  ideas,  but  it  takes  proper  selection  and 
guidance  for  enthusiasm  to  be  lasting  in  respect  to  things  In  the  line  of  duty. 
The  teacher  Is  ever  present  and  ready  to  make  selections  on  the  basis  of  the 
needs  and  interests  of  the  pupils  in  order  to  create  and  maintain,  if  possible, 
enthusiasm  about  the  special  topics  or  projects.  Without  whole-hearted  inter- 
est, all  progress  in  the  scientific  field,  in  religion,  and  in  civilization 
would  be  greatly  retarded.  What  causes  great  athletes,  great  writers,  great 
scientists,  and  great  nations?     Enthusiasm  is  the  answer. 

In  addition  to  courage  and  enthusiasm,  resolution  is  necessary.  How  often 
the  old  expression  has  been  quoted,  "If  at  first  you  don't  succeed,  try,  try 
again."  Nothing  can  succeed  like  success;  nothing  can  fail  like  failure.  To 
persevere  when  you  believe  you  are  beaten,  to  keep  trying  because  you  won't 
admit  def eat--these  are  two  attitudes  that  constitute  resolute  determination. 
It  is  an  easy  matter  to  do  what  is  simple  and  what  requires  little  effort.  We 
all  have  learned  this  through  experience.  The  lazy  person  avoids  meeting  and 
accepting  the  challenge.  It  takes  a  person  with  strong  resolution  to  face  a 
difficult  task  without  shrinking.     Are  you  one  of  these? 

Tolerance  also  plays  a  great  part  in  aiding  one's  success  in  the  outside 
world.  Are  you  so  prejudiced  that  you  will  not  allow  others  to  have  their 
opinions?  Are  you  willing  to  permit  freedom  of  worship  and  freedom  of  expres- 
sion? Unless  you  answer  "No"  to  the  first  question  and  "Yes"  to  the  second, 
you  are  not  tolerant.  Without  the  valuable  virtue  of  tolerance,  you  are  con- 
sidered bigoted  and  prejudiced.  With  it,  you  are  considered  a  wise  judge  of 
human  affairs.     Remember,   "To  err  is  human;   to  forgive,  divine." 

The  last  and  most  important  characteristic  of  all  is  sincerity.  This  qual- 
ity is  the  foundation  of  all  friendship.  A  sincere  person  is  one  whose  opin- 
ions are  noted,  whose  advice  is  sought,  and  whose  name  is  held  In  high  esteem. 
As  a  friend,  he  is  unparalleled.  His  advice  is  worth  twice  that  of  the  flat- 
terer who  buys  his  friends.  The  sincere  man  is  beyond  reproach  in  his  dealings 
with  his  fellow  man.

LASS  HISTORY 


V.'e ,  the  Class  of  1947,  entered  under  the  protecting  roof  of  Wayland  High 
School  on  September  8,  1943,  and,  despite  the  hazing  administered  by  the  lofty 
Seniors,  we  managed  to  survive.  We  weathered  the  storms  occasioned  by  lessons 
and  examinations  until  the  Christmas  vacation,  when  the  entire  class  forsook 
the  halls  of  learning  for  winter  sports  on  ice  and  snow.  But  realizing  that 
we  had  not  yet  drunk  deeply  from  the  fount  of  learning,  we  went  back  to  school 
with  glowing  cheeks  and  the  usual  comments.  By  Valentine's  Day  it  was  clearly 
seen  that  many  Freshmen  had  "Reserve"  signs  on  their  seats  in  the  Freshman 
homerooms  for  September,  1944.  Along  with  the  Easter  rabbit  came  such  a  flurry 
of  excitement  I  We  Freshmen  tried  so  hard  to  make  up  back  homework  that  the 
desks  appeared  to  be  in  a  state  of  collapse. 

Contrary  to  adult  prophecies  as  to  the  probable  number  of  Sophomore -Freshmen, 
we  entered  the  Sophomore  homerooms  with  as  large  an  enrollment  as  the  preceding 
year.  We  were  neither  "greenies"  nor  upperclassmen  now.  The  first  term  started 
with  the  election  of  our  class  officers.  Then  came  the  Sophomore  Hop.  At 
Christmas  some  of  our  more  intrepid  members  took  part  in  the  production  of 
Dickens'  "Christmas  Carol."  In  the  cast  shone  Ann  Warsky,  Joan  Kelly,  Joan 
Pelletier,  Natalie  Wilson,  Andrew  Ketchen,  and  Roberta  Buckingham.  Our  per- 
formers acquitted  themselves  creditably,  if  we  do  say  it  ourselves. 

As  Juniors,  we  became  thoroughly  conscious  of  our  social  prominence.  Charles 
Bowers  became  President;  Andrew  Ketchen,  Vice-President;  Richard  Benson,  Treas- 
urer; and  Roberta  Buckingham,  Secretary.  These  officers  served  also  on  the 
Student  Council.  The  Junior  Hop,  conducted  under  that  big  harvest  moon,  proved 
to  be  the  social  event  of  the  autumn.  An  account  of  this  gay  party  was  written 
up  for  posterity  in  the  local  newspapers. 

November  found  some  of  us  Juniors  again  in  the  field  of  dramatics  in  the 
Christmas  play,  "Ten  Percent  Tommy."  This  production  was  also  star-studded, 
boasting  such  actors  as  Charles  Bowers,  Andrew  Ketchen,  Sheridan  Schofield, 
Richard  Benson,  Roberta  Buckingham  and  Pauline  Anderson.  Richard  '.Vallace, 
our  trusted  stage  manager,  was  ably  assisted  by  Fred  Pillion  and  Robert  Sanderson. 

As  winter  was  nearing  its  end,  we  felt  the  need  of  more  relaxation  and  arranged 
for  another  dance.  Our  plans  received  something  of  a  setback  in  the  form  of  a 
snow  storm  and  a  no-school  day.  But  many  faithful  Juniors  braved  the  inclement 
weather  to  complete  the  decorations,  and  the  party  took  place  as  scheduled. 
Shamrocks,  harps,  pipes,  and  costume  hats  in  green,  white,  and  gold  made  all 
realize  that,  although  it  still  looked  like  winter,  spring  could  not  be  far 
behind . 

An  outstanding  event  in  the  spring  of  1946  was  the  formation  of  an  orches- 
tra with  two  of  its  members,  John  Bates  and  Robert  Sanderson,  from  our  class. 
The  Stephen  Foster  Operetta,  given  a  little  later,  furnished  further  sta^e  expe- 
rience for  Andrew  Ketchen,  Roberta  Buckingham,  and  Pauline  Anderson.  At  the 
traditional  "Junior  Prom,"  it  was  "ADple  Blossom  Time"  in  our  decorations  and 
in  our  hearts.  We  endeavored  to  create  a  post-war  atmosphere  of  sweetness  and 
joy.  To  the  music  of  Paul  Ambler  and  his  orchestra  we  danced  to  our  hearts' 
content.     What  a  glorious  spring  we  had  I 

Then  the  first  thing  we  knew  it  was  June.  Harold  Carver  and  Pauline  Anderson 
served  as  marshals  at  the  graduation  of  the  Class  of  1946.  Everyone  present 
was  agreeably  surprised  by  the  progress  that  had  been  made  by  the  high-school 
orchestra.  The  musical  numbers  were  a  pleasing  addition  to  the  evening's  pro- 
gram. 

In  September,  1946,  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  school  vear,  we  elected  our 
class  officers.  Francis  Eenuset  is  President;  Harold  Carver,  Vice-President; 
Ann  Warsky,  Secretary;  and  Natalie  Wilson,  Treasurer.  As  Seniors,  we  were  allowed 
four  representatives  on  the  Student  Council.  Natalie  Wilson,  Pauline  Anderson, 
Richard  Dew,  and  Francis  Lauchlin  were  elected  to  serve  in  this  capacity.  Three 
new  Seniors,  Howard  Hash,  Kaxine  Penketh,  and  Mary  Fedock,  proved  a  welcome 
addition  to  our  class. 


We,  as  Juniors,  had  the  foresight  to  order  our  class  rings  in  the  February  of 
1946,  thinking  that  we  would  have  all  of  our  Senior  year  in  which  to  display  them. 
Our  calculations  were  correct.  The  rings  arrived  in  September  and  dazzled  the 
entire  student  body  and  faculty. 

Realizing  that  "Tempus  fugit,"  we  started  our  yearbook  early  in  the  fall, 
electing  Howard  Hash  as  Editor  in  chief  and  Ann  Warsky  as  Business  Manager. 
Much  credit  is  due  to  all  who  helped  to  produce  "The  Reflector"  as  it  took 
the  greater  part  of  the  year  and  much  after-school  time.  We  trust  that  our 
relatives  and  friends  will  cherish  this  product  of  diligent  workmanship.  We, 
the  Class  of  1947,  wish  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  Miss  Merrithew, 
our  class  advisor  and  home-room  teacher.  This  yearbook  would  be  non-existent, 
had  it  not  been  for  her  efforts. 

Many  were  the  social  events  of  the  senior  year.  We  sponsored  a  football 
dance  in  tribute  to  our  team  and  the  coaches.  On  all  the  walls  of  the  Gymnasium 
one  could  read  the  scores  of  the  games  played.  Needless  to  say,  the  Wayland 
20,  Weston  2  score  was  given  great  prominence.  During  the  evening,  lettermen  were 
recognized  by  Coach  Joseph  Nathanson  and  Assistant  Coach  Samuel  Strickland. 
Mr.  Radcliffe  Morrill  and  Mr.  Francis  Gladu  praised  the  boys  for  the  excellent 
sportsmanship  and  endurance  shown  on  the  field.

Again  at  Christmas  several  talented  Seniors  took  an  active  part  in  Miss 
Simpson's  dramatic  production  and  demonstrated  their  versatility  in  a  Christ- 
mas play  entitled  "There  is  Room  in  the  Inn."  We  learned  once  and  for  all 
that  Richard  Wallace  will  never  be  bereft  of  friends  while  one  dear  old  Wayland 
High  School  Alumnus  is  still  alive  to  hear  him  sagely  prophesy,  "Methinks  the 
decree  of  Caesar  reacheth  all  the  world."  Howard  Hash  and  Fred  Pillion,  as 
stage  managers,  proved  to  be  worth  their  weight  in  gold. 

After  Christmas  a  banquet  was  tendered  the  boys  of  the  team  by  the  towns- 
people. The  decorations  in  the  Gymnasium  showed  that  we  were  football  con- 
scious. Jackets  bearing  the  Wayland  emblem  were  given  to  the  players  at  that 
time.  The  Cheerleaders,  Mary  Kiciiinski,  Sally  Ide,  Norma  Tarr,  Jessie  Lee, 
and  Betty-Lou  Spencer,  were  presented  with  necklaces  featuring  miniature  meg- 
aphones bearing  the  numerals  '46. 

In  February  the  Senior  Class  sponsored  a  record  hop  with  Dan  Cupid  as  honored 
guest.  The  Gymnasium  was  tastefully  decorated  with  hearts  and  valentines.  One 
arrow  from  Cupid's  quiver  was  deeply  imbedded  in  a  huge  bleeding  heart.  We  were 
not  surprised,  for  we  knew  that  he  had  been  practicing  his  archery  around  Wayland 
High  School  for  many  weeks.  In  this  same  month  four  girls  participated  in  an 
Oratorical  Contest  sponsored  by  the  American  Legion.  The  judges  were  Miss  Stites, 
of  Simmons  College,  Mr.  Charles  Morgan,  of  the  American  Legion,  and  Mr.  Owen  b! 
Kiernan,  Superintendent  of  the  Wayland  Schools.  The  winner  of  the  contest  was 
Koberta  Buckingham.  A  few  days  later  contestants  from  the  schools  of  Natick. 
Hudson,  Marlboro,  Weston,  and  Wayland  met  in  competition  in  the  Wayland  Audito- 
rium.   Again  Roberta  Buckingham  was  the  first  choice  among  those  participating. 

In  March  our  basketball  team  distinguished  Itself  in  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Inter scholastic  Basketball  Tournament,  more  familiarly  known  as  the  "Tech  Tour- 
ney." On  March  11  we  defeated  Hanover  High  School  by  a  score  of  52-29  in  the 
quarter-finals.  Two  days  later,  on  March  13,  Sharon  was  defeated  by  the  Wayland 
High  quintet  43-25  in  the  semi-finals.  In  the  finals  on  March  15,  Provincetown 
was  defeated  by  our  team  with  a  score  of  43-32.  As  a  result,  Wayland  High 
School  became  the  Class  C  winner  of  the  Tournament. 

Early  in  the  school  year  the  Wayland  Planning  Board  sponsored  an  essay  contest 
in  all  the  Wayland  Schools.  The  students  wrote  on  the  future  of  Wayland  and 
made  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  Town.  The  results  of  the  contest 
were  announced  on  March  12.  Roberta  Buckingham  received  first  prize;  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  Francis  Henuset  and  Robert  Sanderson  gained  for  them  second 
prize;  and  Bernadette  Houston  won  third  prize.  Those  receiving  honorable  men- 
tion were  Natalie  Wilson,  Charlotte  Turnbull,  Patricia  Cooke,  and  Priscilla 
Buckingham. 

And  now  June  has  come.  We  are  about  to  enter  the  adult  world  with  our  diploma 
as  our  assurance  of  success.  Be  it  remembered  that  any  blundering  on  the  part 
of  the  Class  of  1947  has  been  due  to  inexperience.  The  hard-working  teachers 
have  done  their  utmost  to  prepare  us  for  the  competition  that  we  must  surely 
meet  in  the  outside  world.  "Auld  acquaintance  shall  not  be  forgot"  by  the  Class 
of  1947,  for  our  yearbook,  "The  Reflector"  will  ever  remind  us  of  the  days  happily 
spent  in  dear  old  Wayland  High  School.

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FOOTBALL 


In  September,  1946,  Wayland  High  School's  football  season  got  underway. 
Our  two  new  coaches  started  our  practice  sessions,  and  their  enthusiasm  was 
soon  caught  by  the  entire  squad.  After  several  weeks  of  diligent  practice, 
Wayland  High  opened  its  current  season  with  Westford  High  on  Wayland' s  temporary 
home  field  in  Cochituate.  The  starting  line-up  had  Dick  Benson  and  Fran  Laughlin 
at  ends,  Bill  Costello,  a  veteran  of  the  United  States  Marine  Corps,  and  Bill 
O'Connell,  the  only  underclassman  in  the  forward  wall,  at  tackles.  Andy  Ketchen 
and  Jerry  Schofield,  both  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  were  at  guards,  and  our 
man  of  steel,  Harold  Carver,  held  his  own  at  center.  The  backfield  included 
Seniors  Danny  Laughlin,  quarterback,  and  "Buzz"  Bowers,  fullback.  Two  under- 
classmen, Jack  Tivnan  and  Tom  Egan,  were  at  the  halfbacks. 

The  team  got  off  to  an  excellent  start  by  promptly  trouncing  Westford  31-C. 
The  opposition  was  so  weak  that  every  member  of  the  squad  saw  action.  Dan 
Laughlin,  John  Tivnan,  and  Tom  Egan  were  outstanding,  as  well  as  Fran  Laughlin 
and  Bill  O'Connell.  On  one  play  Fran  rushed  the  ball  carrier  so  fiercely  that 
he  dropped  the  ball,  and  Bill  O'Connell  fell  on  it  for  a  touchdown. 

After  playing  together  for  one  game,  the  team  was  better  coordinated  and  had 
enough  poise  to  dominate  a  heavier  and  more  experienced  Westboro  team.  The 
entire  line  excelled  in  defensive  play  while  "Tucker"  Egan  made  spectacular 
tackles  all  over  the  gridiron.  In  the  middle  of  the  third  period,  Ken  Moran, 
a  Wayland  substitute  end,  was  put  on  the  field  and  Dan  Laughlin,  our  quarterback, 
was  given  instructions  to  have  Tivnan  throw  a  pass  to  Ken  Moran.  Jack  Tivnan 
faded  back  to  hurl  a  perfect  strike  to  Moran,  who  went  over  the  goal  line  stand- 
ing up.  "Buzz"  Bowers  kicked  the  point  between  the  uprights.  This  later  proved 
to  be  the  margin  of  victory.  Westboro  recovered  in  time  to  push  over  the  final 
touchdown,  but  failed  to  kick  the  coveted  point  after.  Wayland  emerged  the  victor 
with  a  7-6  score. 


In  Millis,  the  following  week,  Wayland  duplicated  the  Westford  score  by 
.trouncing  Millis  31-0.  Every  member  of  the  squad  again  saw  action  in  this  game. 
During  the  fourth  period,  Coach  Nathanson  sent  the  first  team  on  the  field  to  run 
off  a  special  play.  The  team  ran  on  the  field,  called  signals,  and  Jack  Tivnan 
passed  the  ball  to  Dick  Benson,  who  ran  it  part  way  up  the  field.  Just  as  he  was 
tackled,  Dick  lateraled  to  "Buzz"  Bowers,  who  carried  it  across  for  a  score. 

Wayland  played  host  to  St.  Charles  of  Waltham  on  October  19.  St.  Charles 
had  a  ba?  full  of  tricks,  but  our  boys  were  not  fooled  after  the  first  trick,  and 
the  Wayland  powerhouse  again  rolled  to  victory.  The  services  of  Dan  Laughlin 
were  missed,  but,  despite  his  absence,  Wayland  chalked  up  a  25-7  victory.  This 
game  was  highlighted  by  the  fine  running  of  both  Tom  Egan  and  Jack  Tivnan. 

Medfield  High  came  to  Cochituate  on  October  26.  Medfield's  Blue  and  Grays 
fell  prey  to  our  Golden  Tornadoes  to  the  tune  of  13-0.  This  was  Wayland' s'  fifth 
straight  win.  Hereafter,  the  crowds  swarmed  to  see  the  performances  of  the  only 
undefeated  team  in  this  section. 

Wayland' s  string  of  victories  was  finally  broken  by  Ashland  on  November  2. 
People  from  all  the  neighboring  towns  came  to  see  the  undefeated  Wayland  team 
play  the  best  Ashland  team  in  years.  On  the  third  play  of  the  game,  Co-captain 
Dick  Benson  was  hurt  and  had  to  leave  the  game.  Diminutive  Jack  Carroll  replaced 
Dick  Benson  and,  though  forty  pounds  lighter,  did  a  commendable  job. 

After  Benson's  injury  the  team  promised  him  that  it  would  beat  Ashland  "just 
for  him."  It  proceeded  to  powerhouse  through  Ashland's  line  until  Jack  Tivnan 
went  over  from  the  twenty-eight  yard  line  on  a  beautifully  executed  off-tackle 
play.  Bowers  kicked  the  point  after  to  end  the  first  half  with  Wayland  lead- 
ing with  a  7-0  score.  The  second  half  started  out  with  Wayland  again  pushing 
Ashland  back  until  a  pass  was  intercepted.  Then  the  tide  seemed  to  turn,  and 
Ashland  dominated  the  rest  of  the  game,  scoring  two  touchdowns  and  one  point 
after  to  win  13-7.  Our  boys  had  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of  in  this  game,  how- 
ever, for  the  statistics  showed  that  they  outrushed  and  outplayed  a  stronc 
Ashland  High  team. 


Wayland  High  was  scheduled  to  meet  Dover  High  in  Cochituate  on  November  9, 
but  Dover,  because  of  a  number  of  injuries,  was  forced  to  cancel  this  game.  To 
replace  the  encounter,  .Yayland  met  Burlington  High  on  November  11  in  Burlington. 
This  game  proved  to  be  another  rout  for  the  powerful  Wayland  eleven.  Wayland' s 
defensive  and  offensive  star,  Tom  Egan,  added  twenty-four  points  to  his  individual 
score.  This  feat  placed  him  near  the  top  of  the  list  of  schoolboy  scorers  with 
a  total  of  seventy-two  points.    The  final  score  of  the  game  was  46-13. 

The  team  seemed  to  reach  its  peak  when  it  played  the  strong  Bourne  eleven  at 
Bourne.  Taking  the  ball  on  the  opening  kick-off,  the  team  scored  first  on  a  long 
march  of  ninety  yards  and  repeated  this  performance  of  power  and  speed  three  more 
times.  Tom  Egan  scored  two  touchdowns,  which  brought  his  total  to  eighty-four 
points,  while  Jack  Tivnan  was  unstoppable  and  time  after  time  broke  away  for  long 
gains.  Coach  Joe  Nathanson  commended  the  entire  team  on  its  play  and  mentioned 
that  he  had  never  seen  a  better  defensive  play  than  the  play  of  Harold  Carver  on 
the  goal  line.  On  this  play,  with  Bourne  needing  only  a  yard  to  go  for  a  touch- 
down, Carver  got  under  the  opposing  cent  er ,  lifted  him  off  his  feet,  and  threw 
him  in  the  path  of  the  ball  carrier,  thus  stopping  the  touchdown.  The  final 
score  was  28-19. 

All  good  stories  have  a  well-turned  climax.  The  same  holds  true  for  a  foot- 
ball campaign.  The  climax  of  the  Wayland  football  season  is  always  the  game  with 
its  neighboring  rival,  Weston.  On  Saturday,  November  23,  mighty  little  Wayland 
met  Weston  on  Nickerson  Field.  The  game  was  .Vayland  all  the  way,  and  the  smooth 
running  attack  ground  out  three  touchdowns  and  two  points  after.  Jack  Tivnan  was 
again  unstoppable  on  the  offensive,  while  "Tucker"  Egan  was  impregnable  on  the 
defensive.  The  final  score  was  20-2  as  Weston  tackled  a  Wayland  ball  carrier 
behind  the  goal  line  for  a  safety,  when  a  strong  wind  made  it  impossible  for 
Wayland  to  kick  out. 

On  Saturday,  January  11,  the  football  squad  was  honored  by  a  testimonial 
banquet  sponsored  by  the  townspeople.  All  present  enjoyed  an  excellent  turkey 
dinner  and  listened  with  interest  to  the  addresses  of  the  guest  speakers.  Fine 
jackets  were  presented  to  each  letterman  as  over  four  hundred  people  applauded.

Way  land  High  had  great  promise  of  having  a  splendid  team  in  the  return  to  the 
fold  of  "Buzz"  Bowers,  Tom  Egan,  Captain  Benson,  Bill  Costello,  Harold  Carver, 
Andrew  Ketchen,  Jerry  Schofield,  and  "Chuck"  Russell.  Endeavoring  to  put  his  team 
in  good  condition,  Coach  Joe  Nathanson  worked  his  boys  day  after  day,  while  Assis- 
tant Coach  Sam  Strickland  worked  hard  to  bring  the  second  team  up  to  par. 

The  first  long  and  hard  fight  for  Wayland  was  with  the  powerful  Concord  High 
School  team  on  Friday  night,  December  13,  in  Concord.  The  two  evenly  matched 
teams  played  to  a  tie  at  the  end  of  the  regulation  game  time  and  started  off 
anew  in  an  overtime  period.  But  as  soon  as  either  team  scored,  the  other  imme- 
diately followed  suit.  The  game  remained  a  deadlock,  not  only  through  the  first 
overtime  period,  but  also  through  the  second.  The  two  teams  were  exhausted. 
The  officials  declared  that  the  game  was  to  go  into  a  "Sudden  Death"  in  order 
to  decide  the  winner.  This  final  period  was  to  determine  the  entire  game. 
Neither  team  gained  a  point  during  a  minute  and  a  half  of  playing,  with  the 
score  tied  31-31.  Five  basket  shots  were  taken  and  finally  "Buzz"  Bowers, 
Wayland' s  star  center,  brought  to  a  close  what  later  proved  to  be  the  hardest 
game  of  the  season.  The  Wayland  Junior  Varsity  was  not  quite  so  successful  in 
this  game  although  the  team  made  several  good  plays. 

Wayland 's  second  contest  of  the  season  was  played  in  Wellesley  on  the  fol- 
lowing Tuesday  afternoon.  Once  again  Wayland  proved  itself  to  be  the  victor 
although  the  score  was  not  so  close.  The  local  quintet  defeated  a  powerful 
and  highly  favored  Wellesley  five,  30-22.  Wayland  was  off  in  a  blaze  of  glory 
with  Bowers  once  again  pacing  them  with  15  points.  In  two  games  he  alone  had 
tallied  34  points. 

Wayland  was  now  in  high  gear  only  to  be  set  back  by  none  other  than  Concord 
in  a  splendid  return  game  in  the  Wayland  Gymnasium  to  the  tune  of  25-22.  Way- 
land  lost  a  game  to  a  team  that  authorities  claim  to  be  one  of  the  best  in  the 
state . 


The  Wayland  boys  played  Acton  in  the  Wayland  Gymnasium  on  Tuesday,  January  7. 
Not  at  all  surprising  was  the  splendid  playing  of  "Buzz"  Bowers,  who  gained  19 
points  during  the  game.  Danny  Laughlin  and  Martin  Ide  alternated  at  one  forward 
with  "Tucker"  Egan  on  the  other  forward.  Captain  Dick  Benson  and  Jack  Tivnan 
played  a  good  game  on  the  defense.    Wayland  was  the  winner  by  a  score  of  49-16. 

January  10  found  the  Wayland  team  at  Millis.  This  team  didn't  have  much 
to  offer  in  the  way  of  opposition  against  the  high-scoring  Wayland  High  quintet. 
Again  "Buzz"  Bowers  got  17  points  for  the  game,  but  scoring  honors  were  won 
by  Danny  Laughlin  with  20  points.  "Tucker"  Egan  also  earned  13  points,  which 
helped  make  Wayland  the  victor  with  a  62-20  score. 

The  local  team  played  host  to  Westwood  on  January  14.  Again  "Buzz"  Bowers 
threw  in  19  points,  which  brought  his  total  to  97  points  in  six  games.  Tom 
Egan  scored  12  points,  making  his  total  of  46  for  the  season,  while  Jack  Tivnan 
grabbed  6  points,  and  Martin  Ide  made  one  basket.  Wayland  led  all  the  way  to 
win  39-28. 


On  January  17  Wayland  defeated  Weston  in  a  Dual  County  League  Game,  18-17. 
Wayland  was  behind  at  the  half  9-8  in  a  low  scoring  game,  but  with  some  fine 
ball  handling,  the  Wayland  quintet  began  to-  score.  Bowers  took  the  ball  with 
exactly  one  minute  to  play  and  made  a  one-hand  floor  shot  to  put  Wayland  ahead 
18-17.     In  this  game  Bowers  scored  9  points  and  "Tucker"  Egan  gained  7. 

For  a  Dual  County  League  Game  Wayland  journeyed  to  Medfield  on  January  21. 
inis  was  the  first  meeting  of  the  two  teams.  They  fought  on  even  terms  during 
the  iirst  half,  but  going  into  the  last  period,  Wayland  was  ahead  18-15.  Way- 
land  showed  its  class  by  simply  outscoring  the  opponents  12-4  in  the  last  period. 
Ihe  final  score  was  a  Wayland  victory,  30-19. 


VVayland  played  host  to  the  strong  Dover  quintet  in  another  Dual  County  League 
Game  on  January  24.  The  game  was  so  evenly  fought  that  at  the  half  the  score 
was  18-18  and  was  still  deadlocked  26-26  at  the  end  of  the  third  period.  Way- 
land,  as  always,  proved  to  be  the  better  of  the  two  teams  by  pulling  away  with  a 
score  of  37-35  In  its  favcr.  Bowers  earned  13  points;  Tom  Egan,  8  points; 
Dan  Laughlin,  7  points;  Jack  Tivnan,  6  points;  and  Captain  Dick  Benson,  3  points. 

Wayland  travelled  to  Cambridge  School  on  January  28.  The  services  of  Captain 
Dick  Benson  were  missed  very  much.  "Buzz"  Bowers  rang  up  a  total  of  19  points 
and  did  much  to  help  win  the  hard-fought  game,  31-27. 

In  a  Dual  County  League  Game  at  Ashland  on  January  31,  Wayland  proved  that  the 
loss  of  Captain  Benson  was  too  much  to  take  and  lost  the  leadership  to  Ashland 
49-20.  Bowers  got  only  8  points;  Danny  Laughlin,  5  points;  Tom  Egan,  4  points; 
and  Jack  Tivnan,  3  points. 

Wayland  welcomed  the  Medfield  quintet  on  February  4.  The  starting  line-up 
included  "Buzz"  Bowers,  "Tucker"  Egan,  Danny  Laughlin,  Jack  Tivnan  and  "Chuck" 
Russell.  The  first  period  was  a  bit  slow,  and  at  the  end  of  the  period  the 
score  was  6-4.  The  boys  moved  out  in  front  and  led  at  the  half,  18-5.  After 
a  slow  period,  Wayland  showed  some  of  its  old  hustle  with  Bert  Ketchen  doing 
»\ell  in  his  first  Varsity  appearance.  He  got  5  points  for  the  night,  while 
"Tucker"  Egan  won  scoring  honors  with  10  points,  and  Jack  Tivnan  gained  8  points. 
The  final  score  was  32-18. 

Acton  played  host  to  the  Wayland  quintet  on  February  7.  "Buzz"  Bowers  of 
Wayland  was  high  scorer  with  11  points.

The  Way land  quintet  was  matched  against  a  strong  Hanover  five  in  a  curtain 
raiser  at  the  Boston  Garden  on  March  11,  at  eleven-thirty  o'clock.  Here  are  a 
few  of  the  plays  that  caught  the  eye  of  the  fans  at  the  Garden.  Tivnan  passed 
very  quickly  to  Egan  on  his  right,  Egan  over  to  Laughlin  in  the  left-hand  corner, 
and  Laughlin  to  Bowers  under  the  basket  to  score.  Wayland  was  now  capitalizing 
on  a  fast  break,  Bowers  over  to  Egan  and  back  to  Bowers,  coming  down  the  middle 
to  put  in  a  fast  one-hand  push  shot.  Another  one  that  all  the  fans  enjoyed  was 
the  fake,  dribble,  and  score  under  the  basket  by  "Tucker"  Egan.  Tivnan  passed 
to  Bowers  in  the  bucket,  who  wheeled  around  and  passed  back  to  Jack  coming  under 
the  basket  to  score.  These  plays  and  others  brought  Wayland  a  hard-earned 
victory  over  the  Hanover  quintet,  32-29,  in  a  real  thriller  of  a  game.  The 
scoring  went  as  follows:  Egan,  17  points;  Bowers,  8  points;  Tivnan,  5  points; 
and  Danny  Laughlin,  2  points.  Wayland  also  took  over  honors  as  the  first  win- 
ning club  of  the  tourney  on  the  strength  of  Charlie  Bowers'  early  play  and  the 
grand  wind-up  of  Tom  Egan.  Dan  Laughlin  and  Jack  Tivnan  really  looked  good 
defensively.  Laughlin  looked  good  in  stealing  the  ball  on  a  couple  of  occasions, 
and  Tivnan  in  getting  possession  of  the  ball  off  the  backboards,  with  "Chuck" 
Russell  getting  his  share  of  the  rebounds. 

With  first-half  blitzes  telling  the  story  in  each  case,  "Buzz"  Bowers  led 
Wayland  High's  "iron  men"  to  an  overwhelming  43-25  win  over  Sharon  High,  and 
the  defending  champion,  Provincetown  High,  eliminated  Somerset,  compiling  a 
25-12  advantage  in  the  first  half.  Here  Bernie  Santos  was  the  big  gun  with  8 
points.  "Buzz"  Bowers  has  a  tourney  total  of  25  and  team  mate  Tom  Egan,  who 
scored  8  points  against  Sharon,  has  25,  also.  Dan  Laughlin  has  a  tourney  total 
of  13,  and  lanky  Jack  Tivnan,  who  scored  7  against  Sharon,  has  12  points. 

In  the  second  half,  John  Tivnan  took  over  interception  passes  and  served 
as  play-maker  while  Dan  Laughlin  did  most  of  the  scoring.  At  one  time  in  the 
third  stanza,  Wayland  ran  the  count  out  to  32-16,  Laughlin  accounting  for  four 
baskets  in  a  hurry.  Bowers  remained  a  marked  man  in  this  half,  as  he  was  covered 
pretty  well. 

A  scrappy  Wayland  High  School  five,  underdog  in  pre-tourney  ratings,  became 
the  first  club  to  enter  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Basketball  Final  by  whipping 
Sharon  in  the  Class  C  qualifying  tests.  Provincetown  High  qualified  in  the  other 
half  of  the  semi-finals  by  eliminating  Somerset  High.  Wayland  and  Provincetown 
met  in  the  finals  on  Saturday  night,  March  15. 

The  action  in  the  Class  C  playoff  between  Wayland  and  Provincetown  was  swift 
all  the  way  and  was  featured  by  neat  passing  and  much  shooting  by  both  teams. 
Favored  Provincetown  immediately  sprang  to  a  6-0  lead  on  two  long  shots  by  Frank 
Motta  and  another  by  Tony  Travers. 

The  Wayland  hoopsters  coolly  permitted  the  opponents  to  draw  beads  on  the 
basket  from  beyond  their  zone  defense  set-up,  but  refused  to  let  Bernie  Santos 
and  his  boys  get  close  to  the  hoop.  It  took  Wayland  High  a  little  better  than 
two  minutes  to  warm  up  to  the  duty  at  hand,  but  once  the  offensive  moved  into 
gear,  it  pulled  the  new  Class  C  champions  to  the  front  and  then  roared  away  to 
what  developed  into  a  more  one-sided  count  than  the  score  would  indicate. 

Tommy  Egan  scored  the  basket  that  sent  Wayland  into  the  lead  for  the  first  time 
and  he  and  his  mates,  "Buzz"  Bowers  and  Dan  Laughlin,  poured  it  on  for  the  remain- 
ing three  periods.  Wayland  led  at  the  intermission  27-16,  and  at  the  three 
quarter  mark,  34-20.  "Buzz"  Bowers,  Charlie  Russell,  and  Jack  Tivnan  took  turns 
under  the  basket  and  completely  ruled  the  territory.  The  final  score  of  this 
championship  game  was  Wayland  43,  Provincetown  32,  as  subs  flocked  into  the  game 
in  the  fourth  period. 


Bowers  has  a  total  of  43  points  for  the  three  game  series  and  a  complete 
total  of  289  points  for  the  season.  "Tucker"  Egan  has  a  series  total  of  36 
points  and  a  season  total  of  176  points.  Dan  Laughlin  and  Jack  Tivnan  have 
a  tourney  total  cf  23  points  and  16  points  respectively.  The  powerful  Wayland 
quintet  had  scored  125  points  against  their  opponents'  86  in  this  tournament. 

The  Wayland  rooters  had  many  occasions  to  cheer  as  the  team  faked  and  passed 
through  the  Provincetown  defense.  The  Wayland  team  looked  so  well  polished  and 
coordinated  that  many  of  the  fans,  even  the  impartial  ones,  remarked  that  they 
would  like  to  see  us  matched  against  the  Class  B  and  Class  A  winners. 

For  winning  the  championship  of  Class  C,  the  school  was  presented  with  the 
game  ball  and  a  large  plaque,  and  each  member  of  the  team  was  given  a  gold  ring.
